I am glad to say the 
Marylebone Vestry won the Shire Horse Society" s 
first prize for a single cart-horse (“ single” 
referring, presumably, to single harness); and 
that a St. eorge's Vestry waggoner also gained 
a prize. Messieurs John Mowlem and Co., of 
illbank, always have a good show of horses at 
these es; and so have many other firms, 
whose considerate treatment of their four-legged 
is doubtless ona par with their treatment of their 
two-legged labourers. Anyway, for that day 
the carters and their sisters and their cousins an 
their aunts evidently enjoyed the day's outing.

Mr. George 
Barrett found congenial humour and pathos in 
the part of Dan's humble friend, Davy Fayle, 
whose pretty young sweetheart, Kitty (enacted 
with exquisite and winsome naturalness by 
charming Miss Lille Belmore) should be paid a 
leetle more court to. Miss Eastlake has seldom 
been seen to greater advantage than as the 
faithful Mona. Nor has Mr. John Maclean ever 
had a better part, or one which he has done 
fuller justice to, than that of the white- 
haired Bishop, who elicits the sympathy of 
everyone. The Deemster of Mr. A. Melford 
was sufficiently hard and unbending; and Mr. 
Charles Fulton made the passionate part of 
Ewan Mylrea tell well; whilst Mr. Cooper Cliffe 
filled in the character of the unscrupulous lover 
with the requisite amount of inflexibility. Miss 
Grace Hawthorne and all concerned evidently 
rejoiced at the success; Mr. Hall Caine and Mr, 
Wilson Barrett were called and recalled; and 
the latter made a brief speech of thanks.

Hewett, V.C.,

whose compara- 
tively carly death 
at Haslar Hos- 
pital we all deeply deplore. Subjoined is an ex- 
tract from the London Gazette, Feb. 24, 1857, 
describing the episode illustrated :—““ On the 
occasion of a repuise of a sortie of Russians by Sir 
De Lacy Evans’s division on Oct. 26, 1854, Mr. 
Hewett, then acting mate of H.M.S. Beagle, 
was in charge of the right Lancaster Battery 
before Sebastopol. The advance of the Russians 
placed the gun in great jeopardy, their skirmishers 
advancing within 300 yards of the battery, and 
pouring in a sharp fire from their Minié rifles. 
By some misapprehension the word was passed 
to spike the gun and retreat, but Mr. Hewett, 
taking upon himself the responsibility of dis- 
regarding the order, replied that ‘ such an order 
did not come from Captain Lushington, and he 
would not do it till it did.’ For the gallantry 
exhibited on this occasion the Board of Admiralty 
promoted him to the rank of Lieutenant.” We 
may add that Hewett directed the gun with so 
much effect at the enemy that the Russians had 
to take to their heels. 


MISSISSIPPI FLOODS. 


Tur floods on the Mississippi, near Quincy, 
Illinois, are slowly abating, but there was last 
Monday still from six to ten feet depth of water 
on the Illinois side of the river, extending over 
an area of about a quarter of a million acres. 
The families dwelling in the vicinity were camp- 
ing out on the bluffs, and much sickness prevails. 
The organisation of relief committees continues. 
Numbers of the towns le are living in the 
garrets and on the roofs of the wb ege houses. 
In some instances also, even the live stock hav: 
taken refuge on the roofs. The damage caused 
by the floods in the town and neighbourhood is 
estimated at from three to four millions. 

A telegram to the Standard says:—For a 
hundred miles south of Keokuk the river averages 
seven miles wide. In Alexandria (Missouri), the 
only spot above water is not large enough to 
hold fifty people. The churches are entered 
through the upper halves of the windows from 
boats in the main streets. Eight thousand acres 
of fine farming lands in Missouri are inundated. 
One levee, which cost 750,000 dols., has been 
e away, exposing 125,000 acres to a flood 
of water.
